She was asked to search for’ the 
missing boat, which she failed to find, 
and then stand by. 

Next morning this ship, the Bel- 
gian tanker Alexandre Andre, at- 
tempted to transfer the San Al- 
berto’s crew.

THE GERMAN AUTHORITIES have released Mr. 
George Gordon Vereker, Chancellor of the Bri- 
tish Embassy at Moscow, who was made prisoner 
by a German cruiser in the Baltic while going to 
Britain in a neutral vessel. | 

Mr. Vereker is at present on the way to England. 

The American Embassy in Berlin, which has assum-

Amsterdam, To-day. 

A description of his detention by 
the Nazis was given to the Oslo cor- 
respondent of the “Amsterdam Tele- 
graaf” by Mr. Vereker. 

Mr. Vereker sald he wanted: to 
go to England via Riga, Sweden 
and Norway, and had therofore 
booked hls passage by an Estonian 
boat which was taking 75 Pollsh 
refugees to Sweden. 

He said he presumed no German 
warship would be met in this part 
of the Baltic, “but I under-estimat- 
ed. 

IN SIGHT OF 8TOCKHOLM 


“We were almost in sight of Stock- 
holm, although still outside: territorial 
waters, when a German auxiliary 
cruiser of 15,000 tons appeared and 
ordered us to stop. 

“The Germans came on board and 
took the passengers prisoners.” 

Mr. Vereker then described his 
landing at ithe German. control 
port at Swinemunde, where he 
was shut up In a military prleon. 


Although the imprisonment was 
unpleasant he said his situation was 
agreeable as possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 


GREAT -CORRECTNESS 


The Germans treated him with 
#reat correctness and sympathy, and 
denied him nothing but his freedom. 

When the order for his release 
came he travelled by car to Sassnitz 
and then took the regular Udit 10 
Sweden.—Reuter

COMMAND OF 
THE AIR 


Decisive action by air power has not 
yet been attempted by the enemy or 
the Allies. Though we have had none 
of those mass attacks of bombers by 
threats of which, both before and after 
the outbreak of war, the Hitler regime 


has continually tried to make our flesh; 


creep, German activity in the air has 
been steadily increasing. The record 
is full of encouragement for us. Ger- 
man airmen sent on raids and recon- 
naissances must be convinced of the 
justice of Sir Kingsley Wood's claim 
that they have proved the unity and 
flexible efficiency of the many ele- 
ments in our defence system—fighter 
squadrons, anti-aircraft: guns, balloon 
barrages and the rest. 

Before the war we were often told 
that our sea power would be endan- 
gered by. the new air weapon. So far 
the very converse has proved true. 
Squadrons of the Air Force have 
actually extended the Navy's com- 
mand of the sea by coastal patrols 
throwing defensive screens over mer- 
chant shipping in the narrow seas and 
the ocean approaches, by destroying 
enemy aircraft and by giving effectual 
reinforcement to the campaign against 
submarines, Fifty-seven attacks from 
the air on U-boats, a third of them 
at least inflicting substantial damage, 
must have added much to the hazards 
and the strain of the crews in that 
unholy service. Another form of co- 
operation with the Navy ig shown 
when we hear for the first time that 
the British submarine which, damaged 
by heavy weather, had to put into a 
Norwegian port for repairs was es- 
corted there and home again by our 
aircraft. On the way they beat off a 
flight of German ’planes and shot one 
down. The gallant attack on German 
warships at Heligoland, scoring direct 
hits with heavy bombs, gives one more 
example of the effective linking of air 


power with sea power.—"Daily Tele-_

OVERSEAS TROOPS 


It might be asked why, if so many 
men are being discouraged from join- 
ing the British Army by be- 
ing told the that “there = is 
no need for men at_ present,” 
should forces be brought from over- 
seas? The military answer to this is 
simple. The British conscription Act 
makes all men between the ages of 18 
and 41 liable for service within Britain | 
or abroad. Deliberately refusing to use 
the youngest classes thus made avail- 
able to it, the British Government 
issued a proclamation on October t 
calling up all men between the ages of 
20 and 22. They were to be summon- 
ed in batches, and were to be sup- 
plemented by volunteers from the 
older-age-groups. At the time of the 
proclamation it was officially stated 
that men would continue to be called 
upon as soon as training facilities 
could be provided. The Government 
was limited by the number of instruc- 
tors. It had no intention of being 
swamped by huge numbers of men 
and of sending them out to fight in a 
technical war: while still imperfectly 
trained. 

In “total war” the whole nation is 
affected, and Britain at present has 
10,000,000 enrolled in fighting or 
auxiliary services. Thus it will be 
readily seen why, if she Is called upon 
to raise large numbers of divisions for 
land warfare in Europe next spring, 
military considerations would lead her 
to welcome Dominion participation, 

The enemy has a superiority in the 
air, and we are preparing to overcome 
it with our Empire training scheme. 
Sir Henry Gullett has declared that 
Germany also possesses a superiority 
on land; and ‘the question now in front 
of us is whether we can fairly expect 
France to make up the defictency, and 
the military effort of the British Em- 
pire to be limited to the men of 
Britain alone. — “Sydney Morning 
Herald.” ;

“Don't marry till I am in power,” 
Hitler used to advice his lieutenants, 
the Gauleiter, the Reich leaders and 
others who looked upon their posts 
as secure and permanent jobs, and ex- 
pressed a wish .- to live prosperous, 
comfortable lives. 


“Occupy positions,” was Hitler’s 
slogan us soon as he came to power. 
To seize everything available in the 
way of jobs was the rule everywhere. 

“We are no spoil-sports. Fires need 
fuel,” was the whisper going round the 
corridors outside Hitler's offices. 
“Building up one’s own position,” was 
the motto of the first few months after 
the seizure of power. 

“I give my men_ every freedom,” 
Hitler said, in the course of a dinner- 
table conversation. “Do anything you 
like, but don’t be caught at it!” 

It was Hitler himself who egged on 
his men quite intentionally to make 
the most of their opportunities. They 
needed no second bidding. It was 
{hen -that I heard the curious expres- 
sion: “planned corruption.” 

The Fuehrer himself, however, 
wuived his claims to the Chancellor's 
salary, thus setting a good example. 
He could well afford to do so. Over- 
night he had become the richest publi- 
sher in the world, worth millions, and 
the most widely read author—read un- 
der compulsion. He could afford to 
complain about Goering’s excesses 
und extravagance. He complained de- 
monstratively, thereby reassuring 
opinion in certain quarters. Hitler was 
“most unhappy” about Goering’s re- 
cent development, Forster told me at 
that time. ‘We must keep strictly to 
our promise that there should be no 
saluries over a thousand marks a 
month.” It was all very well for 
Forster to talk. He had five separate 
posts. His income amounted to about 
a dozen times the stipulated sum. 
Eventually he became the owner of 
extensive house property in Danzig. 
“Two years earlier he had arrived in 
Danzig with an empty cigar-box. 

Matters were no different in Berlin. 
A newly appointed secretary of state 
had his apartments furnished at the 
State's expense for ninety thousand 
marks, as the department concerned 
in the Reich Finance Ministry com- 
plained to me. Goering had gold tiles

years of inhuman struggle. I have 
asked them whether they would pre- 
fer me to let my S.A. men loose to 
loot in the streets. 1 could still do 
this, I said. I had no objections. And 
it would be. more’ wholesome 
for the people endure 
a really bloody revolu- 
tion for some weeks. I had refratned 
only out of consideration for them and 
their bourgeols love of comfort. But 
I could easily make up for it! They 
very quickly ceased making their 
foolish reproaches!” Hitler laughed. 

“Are we to pull their cart out of the 
mud, only to be sent home with empty 
hands? They would like that, wouldn't 
they? How can I hold the power un- 
less I have every post occupied by my 
men? They ought to be glad we don’t 
shoot them, as they do in Russia!” 

The teachings of Hitler had a prompt 
effect. The road to destruction was 
paved, not with good, but with thor- 
oughly evil intentions. There spread 
through the party a cynicism which 
only shortly before would have been 
inconceivable. There were two things 
everyone in the party, big or small, 
strove for: apart from the collection of 
loot and the enjoyment of unrestrain- 
ed licence, immunity for the past and 
security for the future. The universal 
aim was to have a share in everything, 
to take no risks, to keep one’s head 
above water, and above all not to sink 
down again into the anonymous, 
powerless mass. The lobbies were all 
crowded . with job-hunters. Quite 
openly they made their demands, “The 
Fuehrer said so,” they would announce 
naively. “All the old fighters are to 
have jobs and bread. We _ haven't 
fought to go empty-handed.” 

Someone asked me for the post 
of councillor of state. He was not in- 
terested in the post itself or the salary, 
but the pension. He wanted security 
for all time. What sorry fighters they 
were.’ Wretched little petits bourgeois 
whose fear of the future filckered in 
their eyes! 

“I won't get down again!” one of 
them screamed at me angrily. ‘Per- 
haps you can wait. You're not sitting 
on a bed of glowing coals! No job, 
man, no job! If I have to go through 
that again, I'll turn to crime. I'll stay 
on top no matter what it costs me. We 
can't get on top twice running!” 
Small--men-— and .— criminals—these 
were the “old guard’ of Hitler. They 
were all trying to. consolidate their 
positions, and they were all able to 
refer to the Fuehrer. No one, up to 
those in the highest posts, quite trusted 
the peace. No one believed much in 
the millenium of the National So- 
cialist era. An eminent bank president 
admitted to me openly that having 
risked his skin once in a world war, 
he had no intention of doing so again, 
or, indeed, of risking anything. He 
would do as all the others did. He 
would not expose himself. He had no 
desire to make personal sacrifices. 

Never before has there been such 
corruption, such lack of stamina in 
Germany! 

Hitler distrusts everyone who tries 
to explain political economy to him. 
He believes that the intention is to 
dupe him, and he makes no secret of

his contempt for this branch of science. 
He does not understand it, but he feels 
that an essentially simple matter has 
been made needlessly complex. He is 
convinced that labour, money and 
capital are related in a manner to be 
asscertained by practice alone; if the 
speculators and Jews are excluded, 
then a sort of economic perpetuum 
mobile remains. Ultimately the thing 
to do was to make people believe in 
you, whether by suggestion or by force. 

“For pity’s sake,” an officer of the 
ministry advised mie as I was on my 
way to see Hitler, “don’t suggest de- 
valuation or any complicated investi- 
gation into the means of creating em- 
ployment.” 

I found Hitler impatient and hostile. 
He had been informed of my business 

- with-him.- Already..at.that early per- 
iod, he disliked hearing anything not 
calculated to strengthen his own con- 
victions. - 

I attempted to explain to him the 
method of meeting the balance of pay- 
ment of the Danzig state. Hitler broke 
into my remarks angrily. 

“Details don’t. interest me. Don’t 
make absurd difficulties for Forster. If 
he wants to build, then in heaven's 
name, find the money. It must be 
found. Understand?” 

Then his tone became friendlier. 
“Why do you make things so difficult 
for yourself?” he asked. “You stumble 
over threads. Where should we be if 
we had formal scruples? I simply dis- 
regard these things. I am prepared to 
commit perjury half-a-dozen times a 
day! What difference would it make? 
Don't falter over trifles! Follow my 
example!” 

He sensed my inner resistance, 
became very friendly. 

“What choice have we? I walk a 
dizzy path. Shall I be hold back by 
paper rules? Do you imagine you can’t 
take on. your conscience what I can 
take on mine? Do you consider your- 
self better than me? 

Lammers entered the room. Hitler 
had again talked far beyond the al- 
lotted time. I was dismissed. Outside 
in the great lobby, acquaintances were 
waiting, among them Count Schwerin- 
Krosigk, the Finance Minister. He 
knew my troubles. The subject had 
not yet been exhausted by this inter- 
view with Hitler. A year later it was 

to be a contributing cause of my re- 
signation. .

Customs returns for the first nine 
months of 1939, both for Free China 
and the occupied areas, are published 
in the Bank of China's financial re- 
view. ; : 

According to these statistics — the 
Customs in Free China registered a 
favourable international balance. of 
$33,645,000, while the figures for the 
occupled ‘areas, including the dis- 
tricts of Shanghai and Kowloon, show 
‘an unfavourable foreign balance of 
$405,115,000. 

The adverse balance of interna- 
tional payments in the Customs un- 
der Japanese occupation amounted to 


$269,173,000, while that in Shanghai 


and Kowloon, “which suffered more 
or less from Japanese interference,” 
are estimated at $155,942,000. 

Chungking shows an adverse ba- 
lance of $1,533,000, while Pakhoi and 
Mengtze both record’ favourable ba- 
lances of over $13,000,000. 

Wenchow has a favourable balance 
of over $8,000,000, while  Tientsin 
shows an adverse balance of nearly 
$200,000,000, “owing: to large imports 
of Japanese goods into North China.” 

Kiaochow, Chinwangtao and Che- 
foo show adverse balances of $45,- 
000,000, $13,000,000 and $12,500,000 
respectively.

REVEALING 
ERRORS 


By BEST BALL 

Just how much effect does the 
impact have in turning chibface 
aside in the golf swing, : That 
shock. at the moment of contact, 
especially with an iron, can be 
felt noticeably by the majority of 
players. Many have 
what the effect. was on-the club- 
head at this point. Threugh the 
multtiple-flash photographing sys- 
tem the actual turning .of the 
clubhead is revealed and in the 
ubove instance ‘there seems to be 
plenty of it. As a matter of fact 
the heel of the clubhead seems to 
actually. leading the way a short 
while after impact, so completely 
has it been turned aside ot this 
moment. : 

Naturally in the hands of an 
expert golfer there is not such a 
noticeable reaction but :there is 
some turning aside nevertheless.
